My passpurt described UK* ;IK being 


six feet high, light hair and blue eyes. 
I obtained it for the purpose of visiting 
the .lapunesf army iu .Manchuria just 
before tbe battle of .Mukden. I \v:is re- 
ceived by a member of the staff, who 
examined the passport, comparing me 
•with it very carefully. Notwithstand- 
ing that the Japanese are a secretive 
peoj)le. I noticed tluit the ollicer had 
something on his mind, and that some- 
thing pertained to me. However, when 
he had done with tbo passport he hand- 
ed it back to me. apparently satisfied, 
and asked me what he could do for me. 
I replied that I had come all the way 
from America to see some of the war 
from the Japanese side. He promised 
to report my arrival to Marshal Ova- 
ma. He did so, and when he returned 
bore an invitation from the marshal 
for me to ride with him on a tour of 
tbe outposts. 


During the ride I was under tbe es- 


pecial care of the man who had re- 
ceived me, "Major Seshimo. who point- 
ed out the different objects of interest. 
1 was introduced to the marshal, who 
expressed himself sensible of the sym- 
pathy the Japanese cause had received 
in America. When we returned to 
headquarters I was about to take my 
leave when Major Seshimo toid me 


i that a tent had been provided for me

' the major informed me that a refusal 


of an honor that was intended for me 
as an American and not as an individ- 
ual would be displeasing to the mar- 
shal, and I at once accepted the hospi- 
tality. 


The next morning Major Seshimo

smoke, ami while I was there a Rus- 
sian prisoner was brought up. The 
major asked me if I spoke any Rus- 
sian, and I replied that I did not. Ke 
then began to question the man him- 
self in that language and seemed to 
get on fairiy \ve!L I listened to what I 
did not understand. Suddenly the ma- 
jor tr.rneu to me and asked: 


"What co you think of that?"' 
"i'ou target, inajor. that I do not 


speak Russian." I replied. 


"True." he said. "I forgot."

rco that I had seen all I desired to see 
of an army at the front and -was about 
tc take ir.y leave, thanking him or tbe 
m:'.r?iiril tnrougn him for his hospi- 
tality.

A MIRACL7. OF NATURE.

Honey, which is described as '"one of 


nature'1* bi^t foods." is the subject of 
a report by the Ontario department of 
a.Lrncuhurp. 
In this it is pointed out 


that it is only within the past few cen- 
turies that sugar has become known 
and only wirhiu the last generation 
that refined ^IILUU-S have become so low 
in price that they may be commonly 
u'eil in the poorest families. 
Former- 


ly honoy was the principal sweet, and 
it was highly -.alned '.l.O'M year? before 
the fir^t Migur renuery was built. ''It 
would add greatly to the health of the 
present geueratiou." it is declared, ''if 
honey e-or.ld be at least partially re- 
stored to its former place as a common 
article of diet." 


Excessive use of sugar brings in its 


train a long list of ills. When sugar 
is taken into the stomach it cannot be 
assimilated until first changed by di- 
gestion iuto grape sugar.
